Echoes of Anti-Annexation. Oratory. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the merger campaign, anti-annexa- 

tion orators told us of many dire things 
that would befall the county if St. Louis 
“took .us in.” We would have to pay 
for bond issues we did not vote on. We 
would have no voice in the making of 
our laws: a strange Board of Aldermen 
down on Twelfth strect would make our 
laws instead of our own local city coun- 
cil, with Tom, Dick or Harry, who lived 
‘ust down the street to look after our 
interests. And so Webster, as wel as 
other communities, some of which voted 
four to one for the merger. remained in 
the county. 

But what happened under the benign 
county government? Unfortunately, the 
fathers, who wrote the State constitution 
in 1875, made the same mistake they did 
in other states—they forgot to give 
counties any legislative power, so we still 
have to go to Jefferson City to get our 
laws passec. It is a little more incon- 
venient than to go to Twelfth and Mar- 
ket, and then, too, most of the men in 
the Legislature come from rural districts 
and don’t know very much about metro- 
politan problems. ' 

Senator Ralph had a sewer law passed 
for us in 1927 after “we escaped annexa- 
tien.” It worked very well for the poli- 
ticilans and sewer disirict attorneys, but 
Webstcr finds iteelf with a $2,000,000 
hond issue. and the taxpayers are com- 
plaining because the property owners 
eannot vote on it. Webster claims to 
have a model government, but unfor- 
tunately Webster,

More as to Lights. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
FTER a personal inspection, on foot, 


and made during the past three days, 
of the territory between Broadway and 
Bighteenth streets, and between Lucas 
and North Market streets, I am unable 
to find a good reason for the installa- 
tien of new lights throughout this dis- 
trict. 

Not that this particular district should 
not have the lights. But in this section 
there are many, many. narrow, irregular 
streets which never have even been 
paved. where the brick sidewaiks have 
served only for playthings for the young- 
sters and where civic pride could hardly 
justify turning on the bright lights. Ar- 
rangements for the connections could 
have been made, a8 a job of this kind 
bandied as one wnit ts certainly leas ex- 
pensive than a dozen smaller jobs.

KNOCKOUT THE RAKEOFFS. 
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THE LAW OF THE JUNGLE. 


I very strongly suspect that if there were 
but one nation in the world supplied with an 
army and a navy, and, to make the supposition 
as strong as possible, if that nation were our 
own, it would not be long before other nations 
had been overrun. It seems to me it is almost a 
moral certainty that we should find some excuse 
for taking that action. But when we know 
that other countries have a-considerable ability 
to defend themselves, it is human nature for us 
to regard them with a more wholesome respect 
and be more careful about violating their rights. 


| The quotation is taken from former President 
| Coolidge’s article in the Ladies’ Home Journal under 
'the heading, “Promoting Peace Through Preparation 
‘for Defense.” Mr. Coolidge’s conclusion is that we 
‘should be well enough prepared to defend ourselves 
‘against attack, but not so well prepared as to be 
tempted to undertake aggression or conquest. 

That is, of course, the golden mean; an ideal posi- 
'tion which, however, seems to us to be unattainable 
if we accept the reasoning that human nature is still 
human nature; the game today as in the primitive 
yesterday; that the law of the jungle {s still the law 
of man. 

Yet our foreign policy in many respects does carry 
out the Coolidge thesis. Hayti and San Domingo 
are our wards today, subject to our will. True, we 
have exercised our power with a restraint unknown 
in colonial annals before the twentieth century, and 
that restraint derives, we may say without smug: 
ness, from our popular antipathy to imperialism. So 
with Nicaragua, and the once explosive attitude of 
our jingoes and satraps towards Mexico. 

Civilization has not repealed the law of the jungle, 
but it has amended it 
right when he cautions us against the danger of 
excessive preparedness lest we yield to the tempta- 
tion that besets might in its relations with weak- 
ness. It goes without saying that if anv of the Latin- 
American countries over which we bave established 
protectorates were first-class Powers we should have 
kept hands off. It may be argued, of course, that, 
if they were first-class Powers, they never would have 
gotten into the chaos requiring our intervention. 
Still, when expediency and national interest are 
thrust aside and we assess values in the light of his- 
tory and our constitutional professions we must ques- 
tion seriously the wisdom of regulating any other 
peopie’s affairs or conduct. The capacity for self- 
government, which we are so hopeful that some of 
our incorrigible neighbors will arrive at, is only 
reached, we believe, by the slow, difficult process of 
national growth. A nation, like an individual, must 
learn to stand on its own legs, unsupported by the 
paternal prop. 

A flagrant instance of the abuse of power, against 
which Mr. Coolidge warns us, has just occurred. We 
refer to the sinking of the Canadian schooner. I’m 
Alone. The whole country appreciates the gravity of 
the situation, the violence which might have resulted,

| SPONTANEOUS 
COMBUSTION. 


HE secret of spontaneous com- 
Toustion is simply this: The 

quick combination of any ma- 
terial with oxygen. 

And so when oil is spread over 
a porous surface like cloth, so that 
the air can get at every tiny par- 
| ticle of oil from neaPly every side, it 
| combines very quickly with the 
| oxygen in the air. 

This swift ‘“‘oxidation’’ makes the 
oily rags very hot and they burst 
into flame. Linseed oil absorbs the 
oxygen particularly quickly when 
it is spread over porous cloth, and 
so it is particularly dangerous to 
leave rags soaked with this kind 
of oil about. 

More rarely a wooden wall, thor- 

ughly dried out by the heat of a 
nearby steam pipe, becomes dry 
and porous and once it is dried out 
it absorbs oxygen very quickly 
from the air. This swift combina- 
tion with the oxygen sometimes 
makes the wood hot enough to 
flame. 

But more common forms of 
| spontaneous combustion than any 
| of these are those that result from 
| static electricity created by the 
rubbing together of two different 
materials. This often happens 
when the motion picture film rubs 
on the wheels upon which it is 
| wouns. and in order to prevent 
'fires (the film burns very easily) 
'the machines are “grounded” so 
that the static electricity is carried 
| straight into the ground. 

The gasoline splashing in big 
tank trucks also creates static elec- 
tricity that cannot escape because 
rubber tires will not allow it to
